C. W., Wethersfield, Conn. — The chrysalis in the stem of the currant is that of the 
common Currant Borer (TrocJiilium tipuliforme Linn.) — an importation from Europe. 
It is, of course, necessary that the larvae of Nematus ventricosus should undergo their 
last moult before they can become pup*. — 0. V. R.
